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railway station of Kursk, south of Moscow, a laborer who had arrived 
from Astrakhan died of cholera September 9. In Jaroslav, during 
the period from September 1 to 8, there were registered 7 cases of 
cholera. Sporadic cases were also reported from Simbirsk, Syzran, 
Jurino, and other parts of the Russian Empire. 

According to official statistics published by the imperial health 
office at Berlin (Kaiserliche Gesundheitsamt) , there were registered 
in the whole of the Russian Empire during the period from Septem- 
ber 11 to 16, 837 fresh cases of cholera and 422 deaths, including 226 
cases in the city of Astrakhan with 131 deaths. 

On September 15 the plague commission issued a statement de- 
claring the following places to be infected with cholera: Baku, 
Nikolajevsk (district of Samara), and the district of Zaritzyn. 

According to a report of September 8 a case of cholera has oc- 
curred also in Lodz. On September 19, according to an official 
report, 2 persons died of cholera in Rostov on the Don.
